5. OUELLET TOLD TWAGIRAMUNGU THAT " YOU CAN COUNT ON US 
(I.E. CANADA) TO HELP WITH THE DEVELOPMENT OF YOUR 
COUNTRY." IN AUGUST, BERNARD DUSSAULT (THE GOC'S SPECIAL 
ENVOY TO CENTRAL AFRICA) RECOMMENDED THAT THE GOC 
CONCENTRATE ITS RESOURCES ON RESTORING ELECTRICAL, WATER, 
AND TELEPHONE SERVICE IN RWANDA. AFTER CONVERSATIONS

7. THE MONTREAL -BASED CENTRE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
DEMOCRATIC DEVELOPMENT (AN INDEPENDENT ENTITY FUNDED BY

WAS INTERESTED IN AND WILLING TO ATTEND THE CONFERENCE ON

DUSSAULT AND SECRETARY OF STATE FOR LATIN AMERICA AND

10. THE GOC URGED TWAG IRAMUNGU TO FOLLOW A POLICY OP 
NATIONAL RECONCILIATION AND TO BROADEN THE BASIS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT IN KIGALI. HE REPLIED THAT THE RPF HAD 
APPROACHED "THREE OR FOUR PROMINENT HUTUS FROM THE OLD 
REGIME THAT WERE NOT INVOLVED WITH THE MASSACRES" TO 
SERVE AS MINISTERS IN KIGALI. ALL OF THEM, INCLUDING THE 
RWANDAN AMBASSADOR IN CANADA (MAXIMIN SEGASAYO) , REFUSED 
THE OFFER. NOTE: TWAG IRAMUNGU WAS ACCOMPANIED BY 
SEGASAYO (WHO HAS SERVED IN CANADA SINCE JANUARY 1991) 
THROUGHOUT HIS VISIT. THE RWANDAN EMBASSY IN OTTAWA HAS 
NOT RECEIVED FUNDING FOR SEVERAL MONTHS. END NOTE.

TWAGIRAMUNGU SAID THAT 



"SIXTY TO SEVENTY" RPF MEMBERS HAD BEEN ARRESTED FOR 
EXTRAJUDICIAL KILLINGS. TWAGIRAMUNGU STRESSED THAT IT IS 
"NOT GOVERNMENT POLICY" TO ENCOURAGE REVENGE . HE TOLD
